The only perfume which never seems 
to offend any and which leaves no un- 
pleasant tang behind it is that of cologne 
water, wliieh stimulates while it soothes" 
the senses, and suggests a pleasant whole- 
someuess, instead of any sickish sweet- 
ness, as the best of extracts and essences 
and bouquets are apt to do. We do not 
mean, of courso, the cheap and common 
cologno water of the druggists, which is 
usually very much worse than none atall; 
and wont' to leave, after dying, the smell 
of burner! sugar where it has been used 
often, as it is made of the jmorc-st spirit, 
and necessarily without subsequent dis- 
tillation; without regard to the fact that 
it requires the strongest proof or rectified 
spirit to dissolve the combined oils 
properly where the process of distillation 
is not used. Indeed, with no trouble at 
all, any one can make in Iter own store 
room a better article of cologne than that 
which is usually bought, bv thoroughly 
dissolving a fluid dram of the oil of ber- 
gamot, orange and rosemary each, with 
hulf a dram of neroli and a pint of rec- 
tified spirit As good as can be made 
out of cologne itself, however, is also 
quite as comfortably prepared at home 
as at the chemist's — at so much loss than 
the chemist's prices that one feels war- 
ranted in using it freely — simply by mix- 
ing with one quart of rectified spirit, 
two fluid drams each of the oils of ber- 
gamont and lemon, one of the oils of 
orange and lialf as much of that of rose- 
mary, together with three-quarters of a 
dram of neroli and four drops each of 
the essences of "ambergris and musk. If 
this is subsequently distilled it makes 
what may be called a perfect cologne, 
but it liecomes exceedingly fine by being 
kept tightly stoppered for two or three 
months to ripen and mellow before use.

One man attracting 
the rt tent ion of the animal, and another 
approaching him from the rear at full 
speed the animal turning his head to 
look out for the new danger, the mau 
piling, s the siiear in his neck and passes 
on. They now know the exact speed 
and the fighters will iu turn allow th 
animal to chase them around the ring.

cow in and try her?" A bull, when mak- 
ing an attack, always shuts his eves, and 
does not ojien them until tho objeot he 
assaults ceases to be a resistance, while 
the mad cow never does, and follows 
the object up. Hence, lighting a mad 
bull is much like fightiug a blind ani- 
mal, nnd. upon tire whole, a gigantic

Remniscences of Garibaldi. 

Mr. Morosini, Treasurer of the Ameri- 
can Cable Company at New York, is an 
old friend aud shipmato of Caribakli, 
who, .in addition to being a candle^ 
maker, anil a liberator, was also a sea 
captain. His old friend says the libera- 
tor looked more like an Englishman 
thau an Italian ; was "one of Plutarch's 
men, a Roman of Rome's best days." 
After Garibaldi and himself had made 
candles on Staton Island for a year, in 
18o0, Garibaldi was appointed Captain 
of a Peruvian ship and took Morosini 
with him on his -visit to China and South 
America. He was very kind to all hi« 
crew, in fact to everybody, but showed 
it in his loobsand acts, for he was little of 
a talker. His face looked like a lion'i 
face, especially when angry ; there wa» 
no indenture of his nose where, as in 
most persons, it joins tho forehead.

Meteoric Stones. 

The meteorites in the British Museum 
are arranged thus: 1, aerolites, which are 
rocky masses composed principally of 
silicates with isolated particles of nick- 
eliferous iron -and troilite interspersed ; 
2, aeroaiderites or siderites, masses of 
native iron containing phosphides of 
nickel and iron, troilite and occasionally 
carbon ; siderolites, which partake of the 
character of both aerolites and siderites, 
being porous or spongygnasseB of niek- 
eliferous iron with silicates in the cavi- 
ties. Of these three classes the 
first is the commonest, the number of 
specimens possessed by the museum be- 
ing 211, the largest of which weighs 134 
pcunds. Of siderites there are 114 spec- 
imens in the collection, the largest 
weighing over three and a half tons ; and 
of siderolites there are twelve specimens, 
the weight of the largest being nearly 
sixteen pounds. In 1664, Paolo Maria 
Terzago, an Italian physicist, surmised 
that aerolites might be of selenic origin. 
Olbers, in 1795, without any knowledge 
of this^ conjecture, investigated the 
amount of the initial tangential force 
that would be requisite to bring to the 
earth masses projected from the moon. 
Laplace, Biot, Brandes and Poisson also 
toik up the problem. Olbers, Brandes 
and Chladni decidea against the view of 
a selenic origin ; bnt Laplace seems to 
have inclined somewhat to that hypoth- 
esis. It was then believed that active 
volcanoes existed in the moon ; but that 
idea has been abandoned and the lunar 
aerolites with it At the present time a 
number of eminent men who have stud- 
ied the Bubject of meteorites, think that 
they must have been ejected from volca- 
noes on some celestial body, probaby 
the earth at a remote period of its phys- 
ical history, This may be the true the- 
ory, but facts are wanted to confirm it, 
and until those are discovered it is not 
safe to pass judgment — Tinsleys.

Turkish coin. These duoiiutive bank 
notes they have forced the peasantry to 
accept, and they will rarely redeem then 
except at a discount The Oriental Jew 
is not a lovable character. To those whe 
know the refinement and education 
which exists among European Jews, or 
who have l>een acquainted with tho true 
Jewish aristocracy which is to be found 
among the old families of i~pain and Mo- 
rocco, it is hard to believe that the Ash 
kenazin can be the same race with the 
Sephardiu. The distinction of eharac 
ter is broad as that of physical appear 
anco and costume. The tall, black- 
bearded Spanish Jew, with his aquiline 
features, his large brown eyes, his flow- 
ing robes, and the black turban which 
Hokom imposed on the race nine centu- 
ries ago, is the very opptisite of tho 
dwarfish Pharisee from Poland or Ger- 
many, with his greasy " love-looks," his 
dirty garbadine, white stockings, and 
furry cap — his face wizened and greedy, 
his gait cringing and subservient, his 
religious ideas confined to the senseless 
repetitions of Talmudic ordinances, and 
his soul filled only with the desire ol 
money. Those who know the Ashkena- 
zin best, have bnt one opinion of their 
ignorance, fanaticism, selfishness and 
immorality; and the biles which circu- 
late among men quite free from any anti- 
Jewish prejudice, concerning the filthi 
ness of the domestic habit of the Oriental 
Jew, will not bear repetition or even 
allusion. It is with snch sjH'citucns oi 
the ancient ]>eople that the four holy 
cities of Palestine are lieooming rapidly 
filled, while the richer and nobler Jew* 
of Western Europe appear to take, as 
yet, little interest in tho home of their 
forefathers.

How Light Affects the Blind. 

An interesting account has been lately 
furnish. .1 by M. Plateau, the eminent 
Belgian physicist (who has been blind 
nearly forty years), of tho sensations he 
experiences in his eyes. He has no 
sense of objective light even when turn- 
ing his eyes to the sun. But his visual 
field is always divided into spaces, some 
of which ore pretty bright aud others 
somber or nearly dark, aud which merge 
into each other. Their general tint al- 
ternates, in time, between gray and red- 
dish. The relative arrangement of those 
different spaces is always the some, but 
the intensity of their tints varies. The 
central space seems now rather bright, 
now very dork; above and below, and on 
the left to the limits of the field, there is 
sometimes brightness, sometimes dark- 
dess, but on the right there is generally 
a vertical band, nearly black, and beyond 
this a spa.-e which is nearly always 
bright and reddish. These appearances 
follow all the movements of the eyes, 
which proliably do not participate in 
the same way in the tints, but M. Pla- 
teau can not distinguish what belongs 
to one from what belongs to the other. 
No connection of general tint with the 
work of digestion is observed. Tho 
author states that he became blind from

ous solution of rosin into water until the 
liquid becomes turbid and milky. When 
a blackboard is placed behind the glass 
containing this turbid solution, and the 
light is allowed to fall upon the liquid 
obliquely from above, it assumes the 
aspect of a clour blue sky. Professor 
Helmholtz very un|>oetically, and almost 
irreverently, speaks of a blue sky as 
bubkJj an eye with turbid humors. 
1 'i ole.ssor Tyndall has followed up this 
interesting branch of investigation by 
showing that au artificial blue sky can 
also be produced by throwing a strong 
beam of electric light upon certain kiuds 
or gas contained in long glass tubes. 
The effect he conceives to be in some 
measure dependent upon decomposition 
of the gas through the agency of the 
light One portion of the gas iB sud- 
denly precipitated iu the form of a deli- 
cate cloud, capable of catching and 
turning back the blue vibratious. In 
some modifications of the experiments 
the attenuated vapor makes its first ap- 
pearance iu an exquisitely delicate form. 
The "light reflected from these artificially- 
constructed blue clouds is always polar- 
ized where i* is thrown off at an a 
_ (kirn j 
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most 
in th 
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effect gradually grows weaker, and nlti- 
mately fades away, as this perpendicu- 
larity is departed from. The polariza- 
tion of tho sky is most distinctly devel- 
oped in one particular track of the vault, 
and fades gradually away as the neigh- 
boring regions are brought successfully 
under examination. 

Human Progress.

Journals of Prussian Poland lament 
the rapidity with which tho country is 
becoming Germanized. Language, prop- 
erty and population are all falling into 
the control of the dominating Teutons. 
The Polish peasantry is immigrating, a 
large proportion coming to the United 
States, and German farmers and handi- 
craftsmen are lieing sent to take their 
place. This, together with tho fact that 
German is the official and judicial lan- 
guage, is enough to crowd out the orig- 
inal vernacular. As to the lauded 
. states of the old Polish nobility, they 
are fast being bought up by German 
capitalists. During 1881 nearly seventy- 
five thousand acres of land were sold by 
Polish owners to German purchasers. 
In the past four years nearly one hun- 
dred and thirty thousand acres went in 
that way. Polish patriots endeavor in 
vain to stem the tide. The dream of a 
restoration of the old nation is fast 

fading. . _

A Cheap Cologne Water. 

The only perfume which never seems 
to offend any and which leaves no un- 
pleasant tang behind il is that of cologne 
water, wtiich stimulates while it soot her 
the senses, and suggests a pleasant whole- 
someness, instead of any sickish sweet- 
ness, as tne beat of extracts and essences 
and bouquets are apt' tq do. We do not 
mean, of course, the cheap and commau 
cologuo water of the druggists, which is 
usually very nrieh worse than nonet at all; 
and wont to leave, after dying, the smell 
of buruefl sugar where it has been used 
often, at it is made of the jKiotust spirit, 
and necessarily without subsequent dis- 
tillation; without regard to the fact that 
it requires the strongest proof or rectified 
spirit to dissolve the combined oils 
properly where the process of distillation 
is uot used. Indeed, with no trouble at 
all,, any one can make in her own store 
room a better article of cologne than that 
which is usually bought, by thoroughly 
dissolving a fluid dram of the oil of ber- 
gamot, orange and rosemary each, with 
half a dram of neroli and a .pint of rec- 
tified spirit As good as can be made 
out of cologne itself, however, is' also 
quite as comfortably prepared at home 
as at the chemist's — at so much less than 
the chemist's prices that one feels war- 
ranted in using it freely — sini]>ly by mix- 
ing with one quart of rectified spirit, 
two fluid drams each of the oils of ber- 
gamont and lemon, one of the oils of 
orange and hiilf as much of that of rose- 
mary, -together with three-quarters of 8 
dram of neroli, ana four djrops each of 
the essences of ambergris ami musk. If 
this is subsequently distilled it makes 
what may be called a perfect cologne, 
but it becomes exceedingly fine by'being 
kept tightly stoppered for two or three 
months to ripwn and mellow before use. 
— Harper's Bazaar.

"They are pop- 
ular, because they can -be used without 
exciting remark.' 

Anotht r miniature ear-trumpet was 
shown, made from two metals, the union | 
of which produced ^electricity, intended 
to have a vivifying influence ou dead or | 
dying nerves. These appliances for the 
relief of deafness are all costly. The 
canes are $25 apiece, and tho miniature 
ear-trumpets S8 a pair. — iV.

Meteoric Stone*. 

The meteorites in the British Museum 
are arranged thus: 1, aerolites, which are 
rocky masses composed principally of 
silicates with isolated partieles of nick- 
eliferonB iron and troilite interspersed ; 
2, aerosiderites or sidcrites, masses of 
native iron containing phosphides of 
nickel and iron, troilite and occasionally 
carbon ; siderolites, which partake of tho 
character of both aerolites and siderites, 
being porous or spongy masses of hiek- 
eliferous iron with silicates in the cavi- 
ties. Of these three classes the 
first is the commonest, the number of 
specimens possessed by the museum be- 
ir^ 211, the largest of which weighs 134 
pounds. Of siderites there are 114 spec- 
imens in the collection, the largest 
weighing over three and a half tons ; and 
of siderolites there are twelve specimens, 
the weight of the largest being nearly 
sixteen pounds. In 1664, Paolo Maria 
Terzago, an Italian physicist, surmised 
that aerolites might be of selenic origin. 
Olbers, in 1795, without any knowledge 
of this^ conjecture, investigated the 
amount of the initial tangential force 
that would be requisite to bring to the 
earth masses projected from the moon. 
Laplace, Biot, Brandes and Poisson also 
took up the problem. Olbers, Brandes 
and Chladni decided against the view of 
a selenic origin ; but Laplace seems to 
have inclined somewhat to that hypoth- 
esis. It was then believed that active 
volcanoes existed in the moon ; but that 
idea has been abandoned and the lunar 
aerolites with it At the present time a 
number of eminent men who have stud- 
ied the subject of meteorites, think that 
they must have been ejected from volca- 
noes on some celestial body, probaby 
the earth at a remote period of its phys- 
ical history, This may be the true the- 
ory, but facts are wanted to confirm it, 
and until those are discovered it is not 
safe to pass judgment— Tinsleya.

The Oriental Jews. ■ 

Before the Crimean War the Jews were 
afraid to venture into Syria, and snffereo 
from great disadvantages under Moslem 
rule; but .since British protection has 
been extended to them, they have l<egun 
to increase so rapidly as to threaten in 
time to become masters of Palestine. 
They have almost closed the gates of 
Jerusalem to the native peasantry by 
establishing outposts on the main roads, 
where they buy at enormous discount 
the produce of' the country, which they 
retail to the citizens at a profit of a 100 
per cent. They have instituted a mon- 
etorv wrTffio ra; mat w ^fc&flgg^e*^ 
of dirty fragments of paper, with He- 
brew inscriptions, promising to pay the 
sums of from one to four pennies in 
Turkish coin. These diminitiv- bank 
notes they have forced the peasantry to 
accept, and they will rarely redeem tliem 
except at a discount. The Oriental Jew 
is not a lovable character. To those whe 
know the refinement and education 
which exists among European Jews, or 
who have been acquainted with the true 
Jewish aristocracy which is to be found 
among the old families of bpain and Mo 
rocco, it is hard to believe that the Ash 
keuazin can be the same race with the 
Sephardiu. The distinction of charac 
t< r is broad as that of physical appear 
auce and costume. The tall, black- 
bearded Spanish Jew, with his aquiline 
features, his large brown eyes, his flow- 
ing robes, and the black turban whieb 
Hakem imposed on the race nine centu- 
ries ago, is the very opposite of tho 
dwarfish Pharisee from Poland or Ger- 
many, with his greasy "love-locks," his 
dirty garbadine, white stockings, and 
furry cap— his face wizened and greedy, 
his gait cringing and subservient, his 
religious ideas oonfined to the senseless 
repetitions of Talmudic ordinances, aud 
his soul filled only with the desire of 
money. Those who know the ABhkenn- 
zin best, have but one opinion of their 
ignorance, fanaticism, selfishness and 
immorality ; and 'the tales which circu- 
late among men quite free from any anti- 
Jewish prejudice, concerning the tilt hi 
ness of the domestic habit of the Oriental 
Jew, will not bear repetition or even 
allusion. It is with such specimens oi 
the ancient people that the four holy 
cities of Palestine are becoming rapidlv 
filled, while the richer and nobler Jew* 
of Western Europe appear to take, a& 
yet, little interest in the home of their 
forefathers. — JilackwoocCs Magazine.

How Light Affects the Blind. 

An interesting account has been lately 
furnished by M. Plateau, the eminent 
Belgian physicist (who has been blind 
nearly forty years), of the sensations he 
experiences in his eyes. He has no 
sense of objective light even when turn- 
ing his eyes to the sun. But his visual 
field is always divided into spaces, some 
of which are pretty bright and others 
somber or nearly dark, and winch merge 
jnto each other. Their general tint al- 
ternates, in time, between gray and red- 
dish. The relative arrangement of those 
<hflerent spaces w always the same, but 
the intensity of their tints varies. The 
central space seems now rather bright, 
now very dark; above and below, and on 
the left to the limits of the field, there is 
sometimes brightness, sometimes dark- 
dess, but on the right there is generally

The Blue Sky. 

Professor Brucko has constructed an 
artificial blue sky by dropping a spiritu- 
ous solution of rosiu into water until the 
liquid becomes turbid and milky. When 
a blackboard is x>laced behind the glass 
containing this turbid solution, and the 
light is allowed to fall upon the liquid 
obliquely from above, it assumes the 
aspect of a clear blue sky. Professor 
Helmholtz very n npo.-t ically , and almost 
irreverently, speaks of a blue sky as 
siuqly an eye with turbid humors. 
Professor Tyndall has followed up this 
interesting branch of investigation by 
showing that an artificial blue sky can 
also be produced by throwing a strong 
beam of electric light upon certain kinds 
or gas con t lined in long glass tubes. 
The effect he conceives to be in some 
measure dependent upon decomposition 
of the gas through the agency of the 
light One portion of the gas is sud- 
denly precipitated iu the form of a deli- 
cate cloud, capable of catching and 
turning back the blue vibrations. In 
some modifications of the experiments 
the attenuated vapor makes its first ap- 
pearance in an exquisitely delicate form. 
The'light reflected from these artificially- 
constructed blue clouds is always polar - 
d where j» is thrown off at an angle of 
layaMaJa 
cting particles. The 
most perfect polarization always occurs 
iu the direction that is perpendicular to 
the path of the illuminating beam. The 
effect gradually grows weaker, and ulti- 
mately fades away, as this perpendicu- 
larity is departed from. The polariza- 
tion of the sky is most distinctly devel- 
oped iu one particular track of the vault, 
and fades gradually away as the neigh- 
boring regions are brought successfully 
under examination.

Making Gold. 

The odd thing is that the alchemists 
were probably right in principle, even in 
their wddest dream. Fvery fresh ad- 
vance of chemical science encourages

The student of science can make palla- 
dium or platinum combine almost mirac- 
ulously with hydrogen, and melt gold 
in seleiiie acid ; but he knows little of 
that subtle and. unapproachable chem- 
istry by which the earth's primeval heat 
fused and formed, under pressures and 
conditions inimitable by us, her gold 
andiron, her salts and crystals. Map 
must dig for nuggets and dust still, or 
work for the shining stuff with , hand 
or head. The worst that could happen 
to shake the great idol on his metaifij 
throne would . be — what is certainly 
geologically jiosr.ible --the sudden dis- 
covery of a niother-nnggef of goM, a 
monstrous central-deposit in the cavern- 
ous base of some Australian 'or Cali- 
fornian reef, furnishing, say, half a mil- 
lion tons of sjiecie.

Making Gold. 

The odd thing is that the alchemists 
were probably right in principle, even in 
their wildest dream. Every fresh ad- 
vance of chemical science encourages 
the belief that the metals, in their 
various classes, are really identical as to 
ultimate vsubstance — indeed, possibly all 
of them together, wish, it may be, 
the other elements, blend into such com- 
mon matter as the scarcely imaginary 
hydrogenium, of which hydrogen is the 
vapor. Dr. Norman Lockyer's re- 
searches with the spectroscope tend to 
confirm this uuity of material ; and if it 
exists Paracelsus w as right, and gold is 
merely an allotropic form of other sub- 
stances. In saying this, however^ we 
hasten to reassure the Stock Exchange, 
by adding that theory would bring 
chemists none the nearer to practice in 
regard to manufacturing gold by the ton. 
The student of science can make palla- 
dium or platinum combine almost mirac- 
ulously with hydrogen, and nielt gold 
in selenic acid ; but he knows little of 
that subtle and. unapproachable chem- 
istry by which the earth's primeval heat 
fused and formed, under pressures and 
conditions inimitable by ua, her gold 
and iron^, hor salts, and crystals. Mau 
must dig for nuggets and dust still, or 
work for the ahiuing stuff with, hand 
or head. The worst that could happen 
to shake the great idol on his nietalK j 
throne would . l>e — what is certainly 
geologicnlly possible -the sudden dis- 
covery of a mother-nugget' of goM, a 
monstrous central-deposit in the cavern- 
ous base of some Australian 'or Cali- 
fornian rcef^ furnishing, say, half a mil- 
lion tons of siiecie. That would shake 
the market and send silver up, but spec- 
ulators' need .not fear science, nor the 
modern alchemists. . 

Meanwhile, if wo have not inherited 
from tho ancient Arehimages the uni- 
versal solvent or tho elixir of life, at 
least they gave us chemistry. It was in 
prooptng. along that dark fantastic road 
of wild desires that Boger Bacon discov- 
ered gunpowder, (4ebir nitric and hydro- 
chloric acid, ValAtine" the precipitation 
of iron, andj Paracelsus his gsaud doc- 
trine of the unity of visible' matter. 
Thus does nature teach her children. 
With the ehildish allurements of al e 1 iom v 
she led them toward chemical truths ; 
with the superstitions of astrology slje 
deduced them into tho sublimities of 
astronomy. Gold also — the embodiment 
of wealth — is in like' manner her go-dart, 
as it were, or nursery-plaything, for hu- 
manity. Whib»"s»en vflswerse lands and 
se.es, and, toil and strive and-suffer, to 
hoard up his yellow Bhiniug dross, the 
work of effort and evolution goes briskly 
on; the race develops, and the,glbbe> 
surface is exphuted. The loving mother 
who, by the proffered orange, tempts 
her child to walk, does much as nature 
does to the human race with this glitter- 
ing gold.— Lotidun &legraph.
